Blacks Protest The 
Renamins Of A KYC 
Federal Buildins 

Black demonstrators recently 
protested the renaming of a lower 
Manhattan federal building in New 
York City, which is next to an African 
Burial Ground, saying that out of 
respect it should be named in honor of 
a Black historian instead of a White 
congressman. 

The recent dedication of the Ted 
Weiss Federal Building, located at 290 
Broadway, was met by outrage by 
many in the Black community. New 
York City Councilman Charles Baron, 
Rev. Herbert Daughtry, pastor of 
House of the Lord Pentecostal Church 
in Brooklyn, and local activist Mamdin- 
go Tshaka said renaming the building 
after the late New York congressman 
shows "arrogance and insensitivity," 
reports the New York Newsday. 

During a press conference held in 
front of the building, protesters called 
for the Weiss name to be dropped and 
replaced with that of the late John 
Henrik Clarke, a full professor at 
Hunter College and a recognized au- 
thority on Black culture and history. 

In 1991 during the construction of 
the building, remains of more than 
400 free Blacks and slaves were found. 
The site turned out to be a 5-acre bur- 
ial ground closed in 1794. It was the 
resting place for an estimated 20,000 
people of African descent. 

The remains were given a perma- 
nent resting place at the African Burial 
Ground memorial site in New York. 
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First Black D.C Mayor 
Walter Washinston Dies 

The man who ushered in the era of 
Black mayors in the U.S., Walter E. 
Washington, recently died in the city 
he graciously served. 

Washington, 88, had been in inten- 
sive care at Howard University Hos- 
pital for the past week when he suc- 
cumbed. The cause of his death was 
not made available at Jet press time. 

In late 1967, President Lyndon John- 
son appointed Washington the mayor- 
commissioner of the nation's capital. 

Only five months later, Washington 
demonstrated his superb ability to deal 
with serious problems. Faced with 
growing civil unrest after the assassi- 
nation of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
he quickly moved to take over controls 
of the city's law enforcement agencies. 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover urged 
the Black mayor "to have looters shot," 
but Washington refused. Instead, he 
personally went out into the streets to 
quell the violence. 

"I walked by myself through the 
city and urged angry young people to 
go home," he told the Washington 
Post. "I asked them to help the people

who had been burned out." 

Superior Court Chief Judge H. 
Carl Moultrie recalled, "Few men c£in 
boast that they received a burning city 
and led it on its way to recovery." 

At another time, the Mayor object- 
ed to the Justice Department's refus- 
ing to allow an anti-Vietnam War 
march on Pennsylvania Avenue and 
went directly to the White House, ask- 
ing President Nixon to grant a permit. 

Nixon appointed the former hous- 
ing expert twice to the post of mayor- 
commissioner. And after Congress 
approved home rule for D.C, Wash- 
ington, in 1974, during the city's first 
mayoral election, soimdly beat Clif- 
ford Alexander for the City Hall job. 

As an early Black mayor of a major 
city, Washington starred in a class 
that included L.A.'s Tom Bradley, 
Detroit's Coleman Young, Newark's 
Kenneth Gibson, Atlanta's Maynard 
Jackson and Cleveland's Carl Stokes. 

Before he was beaten in a primary 
by Marion Barry in 1978, Washington 
had spearheaded the city's progress 
fi'om federal control to limited autono- 
my. When he left the downtown office, 
the city had a $40 miUion surplus. 

Bom in Dawson, GA, and raised in 
Jamestown, NY, he moved to D.C. to 
attend Howard University. He gradu- 
ated with a bachelor's degree and lat- 
er received a law degree. 

His first wife, Bennetta, died in 
1991. They had a daughter, Bennetta 
Washington. In 1994, he married Mary 
Burke, who survives him as well.

Washinston, DX«-Area 
Sniper Murder Trial 
Takes Dramatic Turns 

The highly anticipated murder tri- 
al of John Muhammad, one-half of the 
alleged sniper duo who killed 10 people 
and terrorized the Washington, D.C., 
area last year, got off to a surreal start 
when Muhammad essentially fired his 
lawyers, was briefly allowed to repre- 
sent himself, then reinstated them. 

Muhammad stunned the Virginia 
Beach courtroom when he demanded 
to represent himself just before open- 
ing statements of his capital murder 
trial in the slaying of 53-year-old Dean

Harold Meyers, killed by a single bul- 
let at a Virginia gas station. He was 
the seventh victim in a three-week 
shooting spree last October in the 
Washington, D.C., area. In all, four 
Blacks were killed during the sniper 
shooting spree (Jet, Nov. 11, 2002). 

But, two days later, Muhammad, 
his face badly swollen fi*om a chronic 
toothache, reinstated his lawyers; and 
although he didn't spell out his reasons 
in open court, he assured the judge it 
had nothing to do with his health. 

Circuit Court Judge LeRoy F. Mil- 
lette Jr. granted the request sa3dng 
that he wasn't sure Muhammad could 
"effectively call witnesses," according 
to court records. 

"I have another concern about your 
ability to put on a case if we get to the 
sentencing phase of the trial. I just 
don't think you have the imderstand- 
ing of how to go about doing it." 

Tense and dramatic moments crept 
into the trial as Muhanmiad had the 
opportimity to render an opening 
statement and cross-examine shooting 
survivors. 

His alleged accompUce John Malvo 
at one point was brought into the 
courtroom for about 2 minutes so that 
a witness could identify him. Although 
Malvo briefly locked eyes with 
Muhammad, he did not take the stand. 

Muhanunad, 42, £ind Malvo, 18, 
were arrested last Oct. 24 at a highway 
rest stop in Maryland. Prosecutors 
have said the shootings were part of a 
plot to extort $10 million fi:t)m the gov- 
ernment. Muhammad's trial was 
moved to Virginia Beach after defense 
lawyers argued that every northern 
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Virginia resident could be considered a 
victim because of the fear the shootings 
caused. 

They are charged with 13 shootings, 
including 10 deaths, last October in 
Maryland, Virginia and Washington, 
D.C. They are also suspected or 
charged in shootings in Alabama, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Arizona and 
Washington state. 



The snipers allegedly demanded 
money to stop the shootings and told 
police to check a shooting and robbery 
in Montgomery, AL. It was there that 
police linked the D.C.-area snipers to a 
liquor store shooting, and later tied 
Malvo to a fingerprint left on a maga- 
zine inside the store. 

They could receive the death penal- 
ty if convicted of the murders.

daughter who simply tragically died 
before her time," Montgomery told the 
Defender. 

In addition to Atty. Janet Johnson 
Grant, five others died in the blaze that 
investigators suspect was caused by 
faulty electrical wiring in a 12th floor 
storage room of the 35-story high rise 
building. 

Grant died of severe smoke inhala- 
tion after she was trapped in a stair- 
well along with her daughter Chloe, 17, 
who was injured in the fire. 

Grant was the chief legal counsel at 
the Cook County Office of Forest Pre- 
serves and daughter of the late Robert 
E. Johnson and Naomi "Nemi" John- 
son. Her late father is the associate 
publisher and executive editor emeri- 
tus of Jet Magazine. 

Services were held at St. Edmimd's 
Episcopal Church, where about 1,800 
mourners remembered Grant. At least 
1,000 people lined up for three blocks 
to enter the church, which was already 
fiUed to capacity with 850 mourners.

Robert Wislow, head of U.S. Equity, 
the major contractor of the office build- 
ing; and his joint venture partner, Elzie 
Higginbottom, according to the Chica- 
go Defender newspaper. 

Cochran £ind Atty. James D. Mont- 
gomery of Cochran, Cherry, Givens, 
Smith & Montgomery filed the suit.

Are You Married To 




A Dr. Harvette Grey, immediate past presi- 
dent of the National Association of Black 
Psychologists, believes it is emotionally 
unhealthy to be married to your job. "You 
must strike a balance between your work and 
your personal life," she says. 

YOU work long hours, even when 
you don't have to. You call your 
office when you are on vacation. Or 
you probably don't even take vacation 
at all. 

Your best friends — and possibly 
your only friends — are on the job. 

Your whole world evolves arovind 
your work. When you talk to your 
family, it's always about work, work, 
work. What happened on the job, 
what project you are working on, etc. 

You tend to do nothing outside of 



work. You have no hobbies, no real 
friends, there's nothing you feel more 
passionately about than your job. 

If this soimds a lot like you, then 
you might as well face it, you are 
married to your job. 

Experts point out that there's a 
nimiber of Americans who have 
become attached to their job. Their 
work is their identity. Their work is 
their life. Their job is all they know 
and all they do. 

Jet contacted several experts to find 
out what makes some people divorce 
their personal life and marry their jobs, 
and what they should do to strike a bal- 
ance between work and home. 

Experts point out that they are 
not talking about a single parent who 
works two jobs to make ends meet or 
someone who is making minimum 
wage and needs to work overtime. 
They are talking about people who 
have choices in their work habits, 
who choose somehow, for some rea- 
son, to devote their entire lives to 
their jobs. They choose money and job 
travel over spending time with fami- 
ly and friends. 

Dr. Harvette Grey, immediate 
past president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Black Psychologists, 
believes that being married to a job is 
emotionally unhealthy. "If you are 
doing a good job on the job, that's 
good, but to really do a good job, you 
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Your Job? 




have to have something other than 
work. We all want to make money, 
but not at the expense of relation- 
ships." 

She points out, "I watch some of 
my friends who are always checking 
their job voice mail from home. Even 
when they are on vacation, their 
phone rings, and that takes them 
away from enjoying themselves. But 
they feel needed. When someone is 
married to his job, he has control over 
his destiny. It says, *Look, all these 
people from the job depend on me. I 
am calling the shots.'" 

She adds, "We use work as a sub- 
stitute for human contact. We should 
be able to have friends who are out- 
side of work. And we should feel ftd- 
filled outside of the job. There's some- 
thing wrong when people feel lonely 
outside the job." 

She notes that some people take 
pride in not taking vacation days. 
"But you should ask yourself, If this 
was your last day on earth, would you 
say, 'I accomplished a lot. I didn't 
take all of my vacation days?' No, you 
will probably be more concerned about 
the friendships you developed, your 
family and the love you shared. It's the 
little things in life that reaUy matters." 

Grey believes, "When someone is 
married to his job, it may start as 'I 
am going to work myself to the top,' 
but it txirns into 'aU about me and 
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work.' It becomes, 1 am not going to 
share myself with my family. I am 
not going to share myself with myself 
and do something that I love to do 
because I have power in another are- 
na, my job."' 

Dr. Carl C. Bell, president and 
CEO of Community Mental Health 
Council in Chicago, says some people 
become wedded to their job because it 
gives them " a purpose, a clear direc- 
tion in which to take their lives." 

He points, "There are some people 
who marry their jobs because they do 
not like who they are married to at 
home, and that is a problem, but just 
because a person is married to his job 
does not mean that he is running 
away from something at home — he 
could just love his job. It is a great 
thing if you are in a job and you are 
"winning" or doing a good job. One of 
the useful things that Freud delin- 
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M Dr. Carl C. Bell, president and CEO of 
Community Mental Health Council in Chicago, 
says some people get married to their job 
because work gives them a sense of "purpose." 

eated was that love and work were 
the critically two most important 
things in life." 

Striking a balance between work 
and your personal life can be chal- 
lenging, the experts agree. 

Bell explains, "The answer is 
rather simple and straightforward, 
but being that easy makes it hard 
for people to do. You simply have to 
be aware that it is critically impor- 
tant to have a balance between 
work and your personal life, and, 
accordingly, you actually have to 
WORK to achieve the balance. A lot 
of people make the mistake of 
thinking the balance will just BE 
without having to work on it to cul- 
tivate it." 

Bell, who also is professor of psy- 
chiatry and public health at the 
University of Illinois at Chicago, 
notes, "The balance between the 
two is important as one puts the 
other in perspective and vice versa. 
The trouble is that too many people 
do not try to strike a balance, or 
their personal life sucks, so they 
use work to avoid it. Of course, then 
you have people who are not doing 
well at their personal life or their 
work. I suppose there are also peo- 
ple who really enjoy their personal 
life and just work to be able to 
afford whatever comforts they need 
in their personal life — so for them it 
is just work. For me, I want to do 
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A Dr. Ronn Elmore, noted relationship ther- 
apist and author of How To Love A Black 
Man and the new novel, Mercy, Mercy Me, 
says for many people their job is the prima- 
ry source of their self-esteem and value. 



both of them to death — enjoy my 
personal life and enjoy my work 
life. Otherwise what is the point? 
Why do anything halfway?" 

Dr. Grey, who is also executive 
director of the Cultural Center at 
DePaul University in Chicago, notes 
that the first step to getting that bail- 
ance is self-awareness: You must real- 
ize that you have married your job 
and divorced yourself fi'om your per- 
sonal life. 'Tou have to realize that 
the job has become the place that you 
call home and family. That you actu- 
ally feel guilty when you can't get to 
work. You are afi*aid of leaving your 
job, because this is your family." 



You should start developing hob- 
bies, join a fraternity or sorority, 
become active in church or volun- 
teer in the community. "Develop 
relationships, connect with people 
who like to do those things. Go back 
to the relationships that you may 
have ignored, like your family and 
friends. Slowly start do things out- 
side of the job. Take that vacation 
you have been putting off. Take the 
kids somewhere. And cut off that 
cell phone." 

Dr. Ronn Elmore, northern Cali- 
fornia relationship therapist and 
author of How To Love A Black Man, 
states: "Become very deliberate about 
working hard and working well when 
it's work time, then be willing to put 
work down and focus just as passion- 
ately on the other aspect of your 
life — especially personal relation- 
ships — when it's time for that. Com- 
mit to doing so, no matter what. It 
may mean you nm the risk of not 
becoming quite as rich or famous as 
you might have by being obsessed 
with the job, but it helps maintain 
balance. Otherwise highly productive 
people can become miserable, lonely, 
highly productive people." 

Emphasizing the importance of 
striking a balance with your profes- 
sional and personal lives. Dr. Grey 
quotes Anna Quindlen's inspirational 
best-seller, A Short Guide To A Happy 
Life. 'T. like what Quindlen says: "T)on't 
ever confuse the two, your life and your 
work. . .The second is only a part of the 
first. . .Get a life. A real life."'

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Fred 'Rerun' Berry, 52, 'What's Happenins!' 
Star Dies In Los Anseles

Police officials said the death 
appears to be of natural causes and no 
foul play is suspected. The Associated 
Press quoted friends of Berry's as say- 
ing that he had been ill recently due to 
a stroke. An autopsy is planned. 

The show, which ran from 1976- 
79, focused on the friendship of the 
"What's Happening!" buddies Rerun, 
Raj (Ernest Thomas) and Dwayne 
(Haywood Nelson). Berry was known 
for wearing trademark red sus- 
penders and a red beret. His popu- 
lar dance routines, in spite of his large 
frame, amazed fans. 

Even though "What's Happen- 
ing!" was canceled in 1979, it was 
reborn six years later and called 
'mat's Happening Now!" That show, 
which reunited much of the original 
cast, was short-hved. 

The name "Rerun," which stuck 
with him long after the series faded, 
referred to his television character's 
poor academics, AP reported. In the 
summer, he had to rerun aU the class- 
es he had failed during the school year. 

Berry became a minister and 
was married six times to four dif- 
ferent women; he married two twice.

He also battled numerous addic- 
tions and suffered from diabetes. 

In addition to the series work, 
Berry recently appeared in the fea- 
ture film Dickie Roberts: Former 
Child Star and made a guest appear- 
ance on "Scrubs" and as a celebrity 
contestant on "The Weakest Link." 

A native of St. Louis, Berry's 
weight never stood in his way. He 
was a noted dancer in the popular 
Los Angeles dance troupe The Lock- 
ers. His unbelievable moves won 
him the role as an actor. 

A few years ago Berry lost more 
than 100 pounds when told that his 
weight put his health at risk. 

Survivors include three children.

► Carol Moseley-Braun of Illinois 
became the first Black woman to win a 
U.S. Senate seat on this day. Moseley- 
Braun, with support fi'om a broad-based 
political coalition, handily defeated 
Republican Richard Williamson. She held 
the post until 1998. A Chicago native, 
Moseley-Braun earned a law degree from 
the University of Chicago in 1972 and 
served as an assistant U.S. attorney in 
the mid-1970s. Moseley-Braun won a seat 
in the Illinois House of Representatives 
in 1978, serving until 1988 when she was 
elected Cook County Recorder of Deeds, a post she held until her election 
to the U.S. Senate. She later served as U.S. ambassador to New Zealand 
and currently is a Democratic candidate for the U.S. presidency. 

November 5, 1989- 

▼ The first memorial to the Civil Rights Movement in the U.S. was 
dedicated at a ceremony in Montgomery, AL, on this day. Commissioned 
by the Southern Poverty Law Center, the $700,000, 9-foot granite memo- 
rial, which sits in front of the center, is composed of the same material 
as the Vietnam Veterans Memorial in Washington, D.C. A thin sheet 
of water flows over the memorial to reflect the face of the viewer. 

Inscribed with the 
words of the Rev. Mar- 
tin Luther King, Jr.

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Atlanta Airport To Be Renamed In Honor 
Of First Black Mayor Maynard Jackson 



n Atlanta's airport 
will be renamed to 
honor Maynard 



Jackson, the city's 
first Black mayor. 

The effort to add 
Jackson's name to 
the airport began 
almost immediately 
after his death in 
Maynard Jackson June. He was 65 

(Jet, July 7). 

The city council voted 12-2 to re- 
name the sprawling complex former- 
ly called Hartsfield International Air- 
port-which honored the late ex-May- 
or William B. Hartsfield. 

The new name is Hartsfield-Jack- 
son Atlanta International Airport. 
"This proves that Atlanta is living by 
the philosophy of inclusion," Jack- 
son's widow, Valerie Jackson, said. 

Family members of both men were 
in the audience, and shook hands after 
the vote. Jackson's family originally 
wanted the name changed entirely, 
while Hartsfield's family opposed the 
hyphenation. "If it does bring the city 
of Atlanta together, then so be it," 
said Dale Hartsfield, a distant 
cousin. 

City leaders hailed the hyphenated 
title as a compromise-a way to 
remember Jackson while still honor- 
ing Hartsfield, who directed the build- 
ing of Atlanta's airport in the 1920s. 

Many Blacks felt the name should 
be changed outright because Jackson

oversaw a major airport expansion in 
the 1970s that helped make it one of 
the world's busiest. The three-term 
mayor was also credited with pio- 
neering the use of affirmative action 
in government contracts, which start- 
ed with the airport expansion. 

Airport officials have said they don't 
know how much the name change will 
cost. The council also decided both 
mayors should have statues there.

He will be on parole until Janu- 
ary, when he will begin six years 
of probation, according to Heather 



Board of Pardons and Paroles. In 
addition to regular contact with his 
parole officer, he must meet several 
other conditions for parole, including 
finding work, undergoing regular 
drug testing and making restitution 
for his crimes, she said. 

Abemathy was sentenced in Jan- 
uary 2000 on charges of theft by tak- 
ing, forgery, influencing a witness 
and violation of oath of a public offi- 
cer. 

The former Democratic state sen- 
ator from Atlanta was convicted of a 
scheme in which he bilked the state 
out of $5,700 by filing false expense 
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reports and was sentenced to four 
years in prison and six years on pro- 
bation. He was initially paroled in 
May 2001 after he served 14 months. 

But Abernathy was arrested for 
violating his parole in September 
2002 after the Georgia Bureau of 
Investigation determined that he had 
swindled people by charging them a 
total of $35,000 to try to secure their 



relatives' parole from prison (Jet, 
Dec. 16, 2002). 

Abemathy's father, the late Rev. 
Ralph David Abernathy Jr., succeed- 
ed the Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. 
as president of the Southern Christ- 
ian Leadership Conference. 

Abernathy served three terms in 
the state Senate until 1998, when he 
was barred from seeking re-election.

An 11-mile stretch of Interstate 
530 from White Hall on Pine Bluff's 
northwest side to U.S. 65 on the city's 
southeast side now bears the name 
Wiley A. Branton Sr. Highway. 

The renaming of the highway, 
which was campaigned for by the 
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Interested Citizens for Voter Regis- 
tration (ICVR), took 10 years to 
accomplish. The occasion marks the 
first time that a section of Arkansas 
highway has been named in honor of 
a Black person. 

"[Wiley Branton] was a native of 
Rne Bluff" who had done outstanding 
work contributing to the community," 
the Rev. Jesse C. Turner, executive 
director of ICVR, told Jet. 'His efforts 
are recognized around the nation, 
and we wanted that same recognition 
here in Pine Bluff" as well."

portation Secretary Rodney E. Slater 
was the featured speaker during a 
nearly two-hour ceremony that hon- 
ored Branton at the Pine Bluff Con- 
vention Center. 

As reported by KATV Channel 7, 
Slater said, "One thing I tried to 
talk about is that it's a road in and 
out. It's a way to see the world or 
come home to Pine Bluff or to get to 
a job. Transportation is about con- 
necting people, and Branton was 
about that, connecting us to a high- 
er calling." 




Among his many accomplish- 
ments, Branton served as dean of 
the law school at Howard Universi- 
ty and he was special assistant to 
the United States Attorney Greneral 
and executive secretary of President 
Lyndon B. Johnson's Council on 
Equal Opportunity. Branton will 
also be remembered for heading up 
the voter education project, which 
led to the registration of more than 
600,000 Blacks in the South. 

Branton died of a heart attack in 
1988 at the age of 65.

Some of the NHL's best players 
are Black. Calgary Flames* Jarome 
Iginla began this season as the first- 
ever Black captain of an NHL team. 
On November 3, Grant Fuhr will be 
the first Black player inducted into 
the Hockey Hall of Fame. Willie 
O'Ree helped pave the way for these 
stars — on Jan. 15, 1958, OHee made 
history as the NHL's first Black 
player in the league. Now, O'Ree, the 
director of Youth Development for 
NHL Diversity, beams with pride 
when he hears of the success of 
these players. The pioneer wants to 
continue diversifying the league and 
its fans. The NHL currently has 14 
Black players on NHL team rosters, 
which ranks last in terms of minori- 



ty players among the four major pro 
sports. 

One of the league's brightest 
stars, Anson Carter, a right wing for 
the New York Rangers, made a 
cameo on the sitcom "Whoopi" to 
boost fan interest. Academy Award- 
winning actress Whoopi Goldberg 
has been a longtime, die-hard hock- 
ey fan, who is a fixture at the Stan- 
ley Cup Finals every year. 

"The game itself hasn't changed 
(that much)," said Carter. "I think 
what has changed most is we're see- 
ing more minority players playing 
prominent roles on their respective 
teams. That by itself will help generate 
more interest among people who aren't 
traditional' fans or even players." 

Carter, a Michigan State aliminus, 
is playing his eighth NHL season. The 
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Toronto native scored 26 goals, 60 
points and 10 power play goals last 
season, where he played as an Edmon- 
ton Oiler before he was traded to the 
Rangers in March. In July, Carter 
received the key to the city of Toronto 
after his overtime goal won the gold 
medal for Canada at the world hock- 
ey championship. 

The fan-friendly, All-Star Iginla 
captured the league scoring title with 
52 goals and 96 points after the 2001- 
02 season (Jet, May 6, 2002). This

breakthrough season also won him the 
league's most outstanding player 
award. The Edmonton native is a ded- 
icated team leader and scorer, leading 
the Flames in goals for the past three- 
straight seasons. 

At the 2002 Winter Games, Iginla 
seized the spotlight by recording two 
goals and an assist in Canada's 5-2 
victory to win the gold medal for the 
first time in 50 years.

Having been in the NHL for seven 
seasons, Carolina Hurricanes goal- 
tender Kevin Weekes still welcomes 
the challenges of his position. Last 
year he recorded a career-high five 
shut-outs that won him a starting 
position this season, which he began 1 
with a record of 14-24-9. 

Weekes, a Toronto native whose 
parents hail from Barbados, is one of 
the players who is an ambassador for I 
NHL Diversity, the league's non-prof- .

Yankees To 
Win World Series 

The Florida Marlins swam against 
a torrent of critics, naysayers and 
opponents to win the World Series. 

The Marlins, who won the Nation- 
al League crown as a wild card team 
and came from behind in every stage 
of the post-season, followed the same 
formula in the World Series and won 
three games in a row after falling 
behind 2-1 to the New York Yankees. 

Josh Beckett, a 23-year-old pitcher 
on three days' rest, hurled a complete- 
game, five-hit shutout, striking out 
nine and walking two in Game 6. He 
was named MVP of the series.

The team won a tight 
wild card race, then rallied past San 
Francisco and stunned the Chicago 
Cubs in the playoffs. And lastly, the 
Marlins upset the Yankees, along 
with all of New York. 

"We shocked the world!" center 
fielder Juan Pierre shouted while 
popping a bottle of champagne in the 
clubhouse. 

The young, thrifty Marlins made 
the Yankees look old and overpaid. 
By the final game they had Andy

And when Beckett tagged Jorge 
Posada for the final out, the Marlins 
became the first visiting team to cel- 
ebrate a World Series title at Yan- 
kee Stadium since the Los Angeles 
Dodgers in 1981.

The Marlins overcame deficits in 
seven of the team's 11 postseason vic- 
tories.

Rap Star 

Takes On TV 



QJhe won a Grammy Award, music's 
>^ Omost coveted honor, and has 

^ll^^^ earned respect as a rapper in the 
^^^^^ male-dominated world of hip hop. 

Last year she co-starred in 
the movie Barbershop, one of 
the industry's top urban come- 
dies. Rap star Eve now has one 
more territory to conquer-television. 
"Never, ever in my wildest dreams 
could I have imagined doing this," Eve 
discusses to Jet about starring in her own 
comedy, "Eve." "My basic overall goal is to be 
successful and happy. This is just something 
that's a bonus." 
The UPN battle-of-the-sexes comedy centers 
around Shelly Williams, played by Eve. Shelly is 
a Miami fashion designer in search of the right 
guy. Her best buddies, Janie (Natalie Desselle- 
Reid) and Rita (Ali Landry), offer Shelly friendly, 
yet conflicting, advice about men. J.T. (Jason 
George), Nick (Brian Hooks) and Donovan (Sean 
Maguire) speak on behalf of the guys. The show 
takes a humorous spin on differing opinions from 
both sexes. 

The show, airing on Mondays, had a marginal 
probability of being a flop. Television critics offered 
scathing reviews. USA Today headlined, "UPN's *Eve'

not very tempting." The Los Angeles 
Times said, "'Eve' may let down even 
the star's fans." The Chicago Tribune 
suggested, "A bad rap: Eve needs to 
stick with day job." 

Within a week of its premiere, 
tepid ratings began to soar. The show 
had been ordered for a fiill season at 
Jet press time. Eve serves as its co- 
executive producer. 

"Everybody's a critic, but if you 
love what you do, you can't care what 
those people say," insists Eve. "Of 
course they would say bad things 
because they never saw me in that 
light. I don't really care. I was ner- 
vous at first because it's a new thing. 
It's the same way with putting out a 
new album because you never know. 
I feel like I'm here for a reason. If it 



wasn't meant for me to be in this 
position, I wouldn't be here anyway. 
It has nothing to do with the critics or 
me. It was already written. My des- 
tiny was already written." 

Aside from Oscar-winner Whoopi 
Groldberg, Eve is one of the few Black 
actresses to currently have a show 
with her name. She wasn't thrilled 
about using her name for the show's 
title at first. 

"It was actually called The Oppo- 
site Sex,' which I loved. I fell in love 
with that name, but it was changed 
because it was more of a corporate 
decision. They explained to me that 
there were a lot of new shows coming 
on this season, and they just wanted 
people to know exactly what show I 
was on. They did not want fans to 
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Eve liked the thought of portray- 
ing a fashion designer on the show. 
In real life she has become known as 
a high-status fashion symbol in hip 
hop, often holding court in the House 
of Chanel. Eve has even started her 
own clothing line, Fetish. That's 
where all similarities between Eve 
and Shelly stop, she says. 

"Shelly is more daring. I get to 
wear things as Shelly that I wouldn't 
wear as Eve. As far as colors, she 
puts colors together. She shows more 
of her legs or more of her midsection 
than I think I would in certain out- 
fits, more than I wear in real life." 

Eve's potential as an actress was 
first noticed by director Antoine 
Fuqua, the man behind the critically 
acclaimed drama Training Day.

guess and flip through channels 
That made sense." 





Last year she starred in the Vin 
Diesel action fiickXXX. A short while 
later, that same year, she co-starred 
in Barbershop. As the only female 
stylist in the movie, her character, 
Terri, is best remembered for having 
problems with her cheating boy- 
friend-played by George, her "Eve" 
co-star-and having problems holding 
on to her bottle of apple juice. The 
movie was budgeted at a reported 
$12 million, but raked in a whopping 
$76 million. 

"I believe that once they saw me 
in the movie and saw that I was able 
to act, they wanted to make some- 
thing happen. UPN talked to me 
before I was in a movie. After they 
saw me in the movie, they really 
wanted to make it happen." 

Doing comedy has been a chal- 
lenge. Eve admits. She has two act- 
ing coaches, one in New York and one 
in Los Angeles.

ing coach Chip Fields, the mom of 
actresses Kim and Alexis Fields, is 
one of those coaches. "It is difficult 
with the timing. For me I'm still 
learning a lot. Chip comes on the set 
when she's able. She's good comical- 
ly and has helped me out with so 
many things." 

Winning laughs each week is just 
fine with Eve, but the rap star, who 
grew up in Philadelphia's projects, is 
wary not to compromise herself 

"Sitcoms to me are such a bubble 
and can be very corny. I'm keeping it 
real," she laughs. "I'm coming from a 
different world. I'm coming from 
music, and whatever I do on my TV 
show can't be too far from what my 
music fans know as Eve the rapper. 
It can't jeopardize or make me look 
like, 'What in the hell was she think- 
ing when she said that or with what 
she is wearing?'

She was more marketable by 
the time her second CD, Scorpion, 
was released. She teamed up with 
Gwen Stefani on Let Me Blow Ya 
Mind, which earned them a Grammy 
last year. 

She hasn't abandoned music for 
acting, Eve assures. "I miss my 
music. I miss the world. I do love the 
stability of acting, but it becomes 
monotonous after awhile. I want to 
go back in the studio in March when 
we're on hiatus and do a new album 
to bring out in the fall." 

For now she brings some of her 
rap cohorts on the show. So far DMX 
and Missy Elliott have made special 
guest appearances.

Acting is taking up much of her 
time lately. She recently completed 
The Woodsman, a movie with Kevin 
Bacon. "It's a very dark film about a 
man who is a pedophile trying to get 
his life together and come back into 
the world. I kind of blow the lid off of 
his life at the job. I'm the secretary." 

Barbershop fans can look for her 
to reprise the role as Terri in its 
sequel. Eve says the film's cast will 
be cutting up for another round. Are 
you wondering if the fellas fess up 
with who drank Terri's apple juice? 
Do they at least leave it alone? 

"They don't even," she laughs. "We 
bring it up, but we don't know who 
does it. It's really funny how they 
bring it back up though. They still 
bother it, but not as much. It's there 
for a second and then it's gone."
